MANSFIELD, O., Sept. 7 — (INS) 
—A uthorities today were Investi­ 
gating circum stances surrounding 
the discovery of IO sticks of dyna­ 
mite under th e floor of an autom o­ 
bile belonging to It. O’. Holies, pub­ 
lisher of the Mansfield News and 
one of the most prominent new s­ 
paper men In Ohio. 
The dynamite was wired to the 
s tarter of the car, evidently design­ 
ed to explode when the machine 
started.
